MADDENED MOB. 


City and County Buildings are 


Blown Up in a Negro 


Riot in Akron. 


AKRON, Ohio, Aug. 23.—Throughout yesterday afternoon 
there were 


ominous muttcrings of an approaching storm which grew 
as night 
ap- 


proached. The authorities did everything in their power.to quiet public opin- 


ion, but despite their efforts an immense crowd gathered around the jail where 
Louis Peck, a negro, was cbnfined, and soon the cry, "Lynch the nigger," 
was otV^very tongue. 


Peck was arrested yesterttey. charged -with having attempted to assault 


Christiana, the 6-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Maas, indus- 
trious and respectable people, who live on Perkins hill. In the Police Court 
the prisoner pleaded guilty and was bound over to the Common Pleas Court 
in $5,000 bail. 


A large crowd gathered about the City Prison last night at 8:30 o'clock 


and forced in the doors. The prison was soon packed with the mob, and the 
officers offered no resistance, as Peck, earlier in the 'evening, had been quietly 
taken away to Cleveland. To satisfy the mob the officers suggested that a 
committee of six be appointed to search all the cells and go.through every 
part of the building. This was done, and as the negro was not found a yell 
was made. "Now -for the County Jail. Give us the nigger and we will deal 
with him," 


A mad rush followed for the jail, and soon the building was in the hands 


of the mob. After going through the private apartments of the jail the crowd 
started to ba'tter down the big iron doors. Deputy Sheriff 
Stone stood in 


front of the prison doors and made a speech. 
He informed the crowd that 


Peck could not be found there, and he told the people in the mob to select a 
committee and he would-allow the committee to search the jail from top to 
bottom. 
A committee was quickly selected and the jail was searched, every 


cell 'being entered. 


Satisfied that the negro was not there, the mob then rushed across''the 


street and forced open the doors of the County Courthouse. The old Coiirt- 
hotise"was soon packed-and all tire-rooms - searched, except the rooms in the 
treasury department. A start was made to tear off. the iron , doors ;of the 
treasury department, but the mob decided not to tackle the job, and then the' 
thousands of men and boys again rushed "back to the City Prison, crying for 
the 'blood of Peck. ' 


The City Prison was again surrounded by hundreds of people who forced 


their way into the prison for the^second time, insisting that Peck was there. 
Mayor Young at this time appeared at one of the windows in the upper part of 
the building. He addressed the mob, saying that Peck had* been taken out of 
the prison at 4 o'clock 
i:.vy Sheriff Kelly and driven out of the city in a closed 


carriage. The people in .he mob would not believe the -Mayor, and continued 
to yell and demand that Peck be surrendered. 


At 10 o'clock the mob began for the third time to attack the City Prison. 


Some one in the crowd began shooting at the building. This was followed by 
several more shots. The officers in the building appeared at the windows and 
then shot over the heads of the mob. A man with a shotgun then fired at the 
officers. 


Immense charges of dynamite were placed under 
the city and 
county 


buildings, and then to complete the work the mob applied the torch. 


Akron to'day presents a decidedly warlike appearance. Soldiers, tanned by 


a week's encampment, are marching to and fro with belts filled with car- 
tridges. Colonel J. D. Potter is in command. Under him tire forty-one staff 
and'line officers and 390 men of the Fourth Ohio Regiment. 
Assistant Adjut- 


ant-General Adams and Surgeon-Major Taylor of General Speake's staff are 
also here. Company K of Canton, forty-three men, is under command of Cap- 
tain W. A. Fisher. 
' 


Guards are strung along Main street to keep back the crowds of curiosity 


seekers. The excitement has calmed down and the people of Akron are rue- 
fully contemplating the smoldering evi-denccs of the wild fury of the mob. 


Groups of firemen are pouring water into the smoldering ruins. 
Chief -of Police Harrison is reporf-ed insane over the awful events of last 


night. The last seen of him he was driving rapidly out of the city toward the 
country. 


Officer A. G. Greenlcss has been appointed by Mayor Young as Acting 


Chief.

Mayor \otmg tlu's morning issued a proclamation to close all saloons until 


further orders. 


A special meeting of the Council was held at 10 o'clock. 
In the destruction of the municipal tuilding the city -has lost all the rec- 


ords of the City Clerks, also the records of the City Engineer. City Engineer 
Payne says the loss in 'his department would be fully half a million dollars. 


The old post-office building has been secured as temporary quarters for the 


city officers., 


Mayor Young said this morning: 
"We did everything we could, but nothing would satisfy the mob. Two 


committees searched the building from cellar to.garret and reported that the' 
negro was not to be found, but the mob -would not take their word. 
News 


dispatches from Cleveland stated that Peck was -in jail there, but all were 
hooted at by the (mc'b. 
. 


"Then the assault on the building -began. We resisted as long as we could. 


I feel we did right, as we could not permit the building to be sacked. 
I sup- 


pose the mob released eight or ten male prisoners in the City Jail in the 
basement. I do not know who they were or what 'became of them." 


Mayor Young was asked if martial law was likely to be declared. 
"That will, depend on subsequent events," he said. "It does not seem nec- 


essary from -the outlook now." 


Mayor Young said last night's mob seemed to, be made up of the rough 


element of Akron. 
Of course there were 'thousands of spectators. 
He said 


this morning: 


"I can remember positively but one man who took an active part in the 


rioting." 


Who this was the Mayor would not state.

An official of the Government, discuss- 


ing tho determination of thw President to 
postpone his visit to Chicago, says his 
action was taken on account of the Chin- 
ese situation. It is understood that in- 
formation may reach ithi.s Government at 
any moment requiring Immediate action, 
and dt is the wish of the President to give 
his personal attention to everything- that 
may develop in China until there is a. 
settlement. 


The probable inability of the Presi- 


dent to attend the Grand Army En- 
campment at Chicago is a great disap- 
pointment to him. For many months 
he has been looking forward with pleas- 
urable anticipation to this op lortunity 
to meet his old friends and army asso- 
ciates, and it is only that Ins public 
duties imperatively demand his presence 
in Washington at this critical time that 
he has decided to cancel his Chicago 
engagement. 


Nevertheless he has strong hopes that 


the tension in Chinese affairs may relax 
within the next two or three days suf- 
ficiently to warrant his leaving the city 
for :t short time, in which event he wifl 
notify the Chicago Committee of his 
coming, even if lie can arrive only in 
time to participate in the closing exer- 
cises, of the encampment. The Presi- 
dent fully- realizes that a crisis is rap- 
idly approaching in China, and that mo- 
mentous questions which may involve 
the life or death of the Empire may at

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 


Aug. 23.—In a recent letter to Professor 
S. B Christy, Dean of the College ot 
Mining in the University of California, 
Alpheus Williams, a University grad- 
uate, writes as -follows concerning hi,> 
experiences during tlie sicga of Kimber- 
ley by the Boers: 


"We had a pretty bad 'time of it here 


during those terrible 'days of shelling. 
We lost a lot of good men, and worst 
of all, an American, George Labran. 
general engineer of the De Beers Com- 
pany. He had just gone to his room to 
dress for dinner when a loo-pound Boer 
shell entered his room "and exploded. 


"The Boers 
put shells into every 


part of the -town, regardless of the part 
set aside for the sick and wounded. For 
three long months they bombarded us 
with fifteen-pound guns from all sides, 
but still we held out. 
Finally they sent 


a loo-pound quick-firing gun and bom- 
barded the-town. Btiiidings were blown 
to pieces on every side during the ex- 
plos.on of shells. 
I never will forget 


the feeling I had whenever this big gun 
was fired. There was nothing to do but 
wait and see when it was your turn to 
be killed. One morning, while we were 
in our cabin, a shell exploded over the 
house, but it did little or no damage 
except z. few holes in the roof of our 
house and the smashing of some win- 
Sow glass. 
October, November, De- 


cember and January had passed and our 
food was runn.ng very short; sickness 
was everywhere, but we could do noth- 
ing, and so far aa we could learn, the 
relief -of Kimberley was no nearer than 
it was on the 1st of December, when 
Lord Methuen had his big fight at Mod- 


j der River. On Thursday, February I5th, 
a loo-pound gun was fired up to about 
ii A. M., when it stopped, no one knew 
for what reason. 
However, we coulA 


see flashing from -the mountains south 
of Kimberley. We soon found out it 
was General French letting his com- 
manding; officers know that he would 
relieve the town in the afternoon. That 
evening 
General French with about 


8,000 mounted men entered Kimberley 
and relieved the besieged town after 
one 
hundred and 
twenty-four days' 


bombardment. 


"It was some time after this before we 


had a railroad running, as the Boers had 
burned the bridges and torn up the rails. 
As soon as the town was well supplied 
with food and we had got in some min- 
ing supplies we started the mines run- 
ning."

HOW MISSIONARIES 


ELU9EO THE BOXERS. 


Rev. William P. Chalfant spoke befor« 
an audienoe tn tho First Presbyterian 
Church last rug-ht, on "China And the 
Experiences of Christian (Missionaries in 
That JJanti." He told tho story of how his 
brother, Frank H. Chalfant, had stood, 
oft 
500 Boxers and then escaped from 
them wi'th a number of Christian con- 
verts and -two £eniate missionaries. His 
brother, h-e said, h>ad built a hom* In "Wot 
"Wei 
Hsien, For years the people had; 
been quiet, and h« and hi« family ha<t 
been -living very peaceably until they bo- 
gaii to hear rumors that the Chinese la- 
tended to drive them, out of the country 
or else kill them. Day by day the report 
became more pronounced, until at last the 
very day for the uprising •was set and all 
the plans for the ex'fcermlnatiori of the 
Christians had 4>een laid by the Boxers. 
"When 
the Christians realized that 
there would be trouble which they couM 
not escape," s-ald air. Chalfant, my bro- 
ther's (family and his friends left the city 
a,nd 
went south where a safer place of 
abode icouid be secured. * 
"It happened just at this time that theiM 
were two young ladies—Miss Hawes oC 
Pittsburg1, and "Misf? 'Boughton, both high- 
ly educated—who were some sixty miles 
out I'll thie country doing1 missionary work: 
For 'the men to go away an<i leave them 
a)one -would not do, so my brother m-ni-a 
arrangements/ to stay 'in the city until 
they should arrive, and then he wouKi 
accompany them to a place of safety." 
The yomng ladies arrived, and tho Box- 
ers made their appearance <at the sanm 
time. 'Mr, Chalfant stood them off on tho 
front 
part of his home by threatoi>in£ 
them with a revolver. Boxers^ however, 
feel that they can no>t fcM wounded. They 
were about closing: in on the missionary 
when he fired into the crowd and kil'od 
one 
man 
and wounded another. Th<* 
Boxjers then, retreated a.nd w?nt to 'the 
rear of the house when Chiilfant and his 
party scaled the wall a-nd m-ade Ih^tr es- 
cape, walking: fifteen miles to a German 
camp.
